The executioner, identified only 
as a member of the Communist 
Garibaldi Brigade

his mistresses, had been held after 
their capture, turned toward him 
and said ‘‘1 11 offer you an em­ 
pire.”

Nations will destroy Fascism and

Apparently in reference to the 
Heinrich Himmler peace oiler to 
Britain and America but not to

to flirting with the Allies in an ef­ 
fort to cause dissension in the Al­ 
lied camps.

ARE ADVOCATED 


Preventives, 
Not 
Cures 
For 
Delinquency, 
Says Vosberg 


Teentowns, Teen Canteens and 
other youth center ideas were rec­ 
ommended as a preventive meas­ 
ure for juvenile delinquency in an 
inspiring address by Rev. 
Fred 
Vosberg of M arquette at the joint 
dinner meeting of the 
Kiwanis 
club and Men’s Brotherhood 
at 
the First Methodist church 
last 
evening. 
Members of the youth 
center 
committee of the Escanaba senior 
high school student council also 
presented their plan for the for­ 
mation and operation of a recre­ 
ational center for the boys and 
girls. 
They were Donald Wick- 
holm, chairman, 
Irma 
Bartley, 
Marilyn Groos and 
Mary M ar­ 
garet Walch. 
Participating in the 
discussion of the topic that 
fol­ 
lowed were Wm. J. Miller, E. E. 
Edick, 
A rthur V. Aronson 
and 
Harry J. Gruber. 
It was decided 
that the two organizations would 
appoint committees at 
once 
to 
confer with the students group to 
complete plans for establishment 
of a center. 
Another feature of the evening's 
program was singing by the 
A 
capella choir of 
the 
Escanaba 
senior high school under the di­ 
rection of Paul Bowers. The choir 
sang four numbers. 
Deliquency Increases 
“I believe in modern youth and 
I have faith in them,” Reverend 
Vosberg declared in his opening 
remarks. 
‘‘They are doing splen­ 
did work, not only in the armed 
forces, but in other activities all 
over the world." 
The speaker pointed out, how­ 
ever, that wartime conditions are 
increasing juvenile 
delinquency 
in this country. 
He cited statis­ 
tics showing that delinquency has 
increased from ll to IOO per cent 
in various cities in the last few 
years. 
A national survey, 
con­ 
ducted by the National Recrea 
tion association, recently arrived 
at the conclusion that "it is a real 
problem ” 
"We have a tendency to love 
youth in the abstract, but not in 
the concrete,” Reverend Vosberg 
continued. 
"We must really face 
the facts. 
The youth center idea, 
for instance, is something 
m - 
creie. and it offers an oppu a m ­ 
ity to show the boys and girls we 
are trying to do something 
for 
them." 
Hundreds of thousands of Am ­ 
erican youth face an insecure fu­ 
ture 
because 
they 
are 
either 
physically or mentally deficient, 
the speaker stated. 
M ary 
more 
will be coming back from the war 
badly manned and will 
require 
help to readjust themselves. 
Preventives. Not Cures 
Listing four basic desires in hu­ 
man beings, 
Reverend 
Vosberg 
emphasized that youth wants af­ 
fection, recognition whether good 
or bad, security and new exper­ 
iences. 
He asserted that 
young 
people would rather be good than 
bad, and that delmquency produc­ 
ing 
conditions 
belong 
to 
the 
neighborhood, not to youth. 
While pointing out that youth 
centers are preventives and 
not 
cures for juvenile 
delinquency. 
Reverend Vosberg declared 
the 
Teen Towns and other similar in­ 
stitutions 
have 
accomplished 
much good. 
"Youth centers are 
a relatively new idea, but are not 
a flash in the pan,” 
he 
added. 
"They call for adult 
supervision 
but 
not 
‘snoopervision*. 
They 
permit adults to plan with youth 
for providing wholesome recrea­ 
tion programs.” 
The history of 
youth 
center 
planning in the high school was 
pi esented by Chairman Wickholm 
of the youth center committee. 
Outlines of the objective, organ­ 
ization and supervision, and rules 
governing operation 
were 
pre­ 
sented by the three girls. 
They 
emphasized they wanted a recrea­ 
tional center where they could en­ 
joy dancing and other wholesome 
amusements.

Revealed by the Army for the 
first time are amazing new' wea­ 
pons and 
gadgets 
which 
range 
from new 
super 
armor-piercing 
bombs and rockets, grant tanks and

systems and bullet-proof clothing. 
Many of these items, used experi­ 
mentally in Europe, are just get­ 
ting into mass production for use 
in the Pacific theater. 
These things represent the ab­ 
solute latest, that science has de­ 
veloped for killing the enemy and 
protecting the lives of 
our 
own 
men. 
Production has been stepped up 
on the much-discussed 
General 
Pershing tank and it will be used 
against 
the Japs soon. Though

Known as the T-26, 
it

At Torgau the year 
before. Frederick had won a cost­ 
ly victory over the Austrians. 
A town of about 14,000 people 
in normal times, Torgau lies on 
the west bank of the Elbe River 
in a generally flat region marked 
by only a few low hills. It is about 
30 air miles northeast of Leipzig; 
about 65 miles southwest of Ber­ 
lin. 
Torgau dates from about 973, 
and its early importance was due 
to its position at a convenient spot 


to cross the river. 
The town’s past is recalled by! 
the castle built on un island in the , 
stream. Formerly the residence of 
the electors of Saxony, it dates 
from 1533. 
Other structures with 
historical associations included the 
Town Hall begun in 1563, and the 
so-called palace church dedicated 
by M artin Luther in 1544, reput­ 
edly the first Protestant church. 
Luther's wife, Catherine von Bora, 
was 
entombed 
in 
St.

church started in 1479. 
At Torgau in 1526 a group of 
Protestant princes formed a league

salaries. Moreover, necessary 
in­ 
creases 
in 
school 
m aintenance 
costs, estim ated at nearly $7,000. 
will have to be met by local 
tax 
sources, the 
superintendent 
re­ 
ported. Bequest will be m ade to 
the tax allocation com mittee for 
an additional one mill 
allocation 
to the schools, he added. 
Total receipts from the state in 
the 1945-46 school year have been 
estimated at 
$182,000. 
com pared 
with $160,000 received 
from 
the 
same source during the past year. 
The increase 
results 
from 
the 
$56,800,000 state aid appropriation 
approved by the legislature 
and 
which is now awaiting the signa­ 
ture ct Gov. Kelly. 
The fund is 
$3,200,000 less 
than 
the 
school 
leaders of the state had requested. 
Increase for Teachers 
Approxim ately $103,000 will be 
distributed to the Escanaba schools 
from the state aid 
appropriation, 
under the 
complicated 
formula 
used in making the allocations. In 
addition $58,000 will be received 
from the prim ary fund and $21.- 
000 for tuition 
for 
high 
school 
students from areas 
outside 
the 
citv of Escanaba. This 
total 
of 
$182,000 is $22,000 in excess of 
similar receipts last year. 
The new formula provides for 
an increase in the m inim um 
pro­ 
gram of $7 per student 
in 
both 
the elem entary and upper grades. 
This raises the minimum program 
for the elementary grades, kinder­ 
garten to sixth grade, inclusive, to 
$68 50 per student, and 
for

high school grades seven to 
12,

Supt. Lemmer declared yester­ 
day that a cost of living increase 
of a minim um of SI OO per teacher 
and other staff employes is con­ 
templated for next year.
